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Nixon still critical, 
shows improvement 


LONG BEACH, Calif. (A P) — 
Former President Richard M. 
Nixon is still on the critical list, 
althougfr he shows some im­ 
provement and his internal 
bleeding 
has 
apparently 
stopped, his doctor said today. 
**His vital signs are stable,” 
said Dr. John C. Lungren, add­ 
ing that Nixon had some ‘‘inter­ 
rupted sleep” during the night. 
The former president is ex­ 
periencing restlessness and oc­ 
casional nausea, Lungren said. 
He 
said 
anticoagulation 
therapy — which triggered the 
bleeding that sent Nixon into 
shock for three hours Tuesday 
after phlebitis surgery — had 
been discontinued and w ill not 
be begun again ‘‘until we feel 
safe that bleeding from surgery 
is not a danger.” 
Lungren said Nixon received 
three pints of blood during 
transfusions 
to 
counteract 
shock and internal bleeding. 
‘‘There were no significant 
bleeding problems encountered 
at the time of surgery,” he 
said. 
Lungren’s remarks came in a 
three-page written statement 
read to newsmen by a hospital 
spokesman. 
He attributed the internal 
bleeding to secondary reaction 
to anticoagulation drugs Nixon 
had been receiving to combat 


the threat of potentially fatal 
blood clots. 
Lungren said he had been in 
contact with President Ford’s 
physician. Dr. William Lukash, 
Tuesday night and this morn­ 
ing. 
‘‘He 
expressed 
President 
Ford’s deep concern over Mr. 
Nixon’s condition and asked me 
to convey to former President 
Nixon and Mrs. Nixon that his 
prayers are for his full and 
complete recovery. 
‘‘Dr. Lukash also requested 
that I keep in contact with him 
so he and President Ford may 
be apprised of any change in 
the former president’s condi­ 
tion.” 
Nixon’s wife, Pat, and daugh­ 
ters Tricia and Julie arrived at 
the hospital before Lungren’s 
statement to be at Nixon’s bed­ 
side. 
Lungren said Nixon is receiv­ 
ing intravenous antibiotics and 
was under continuous intensive 
care. 
‘‘Specially trained critical 
care nurses are with him 
around the clock,” Lungren 
said. 
‘‘All emergency resuscitation 
equipment for any contingency 
are at his bedside. 
‘‘He is being monitored as 
any patient in critical condi­ 
tion, and this includes contin- 


ious monitoring of heart activi­ 
ty and such tests as constant 
monitoring of blood volume de­ 
termination.” 
Lungren said such a reaction 
frequently occurs after the type 
of internal bleeding which Nix­ 
on suffered. 
The statement added, ‘‘At 
this time it would be premature 
to provide a prognosis” — pre­ 
diction of Nixon’s outcome. 
Dr. Eldon Hickman, Nixon’s 
surgeon, joined with Lungren in 
releasing the medical state­ 
ment. TTie doctors declined to 
meet personally with newsmen. 
Tuesday night Lungren said a 
team of physicians adminis­ 
tered ‘‘countershock measures 
for three hours until a stable 
vascular circulation condition 
was once again restored.” 
Hickman spent the entire 
night near the 61-year-old for­ 
mer president. 
Mrs. Nixon was later joined 
by Nixon’s longtime personal 
secretary. Rose Mary woods, 
and the two Nixon daughters, 
Tricia Nixon Cox and Julie Nix­ 
on Eisenhower, who flew in 
from the East Coast. 
Mrs. Nixon and her two 
daughters remained with the 
former president until late 
Tuesday night and then went to 
the Nixons’ seaside villa at San 
Clemente, 50 miles south of

It was about one year ago I became ac­ 
quainted with the candidate and a few days 
later met his wife for the first time. 
Since then, I have seen them more often 
than some rather close friends. 
At a number of meetings of one kind or an­ 
other, which seem to be without end, I have 
heard the candidate espouse his positions on 
issues and comments on questions directed to 
him by citizens. 
I can tell anyone his position on any issue 
with the same certainty as the candidate be­ 
cause 1 have heard them reiterated so many 
times. 
A few days ago, reflecting on how well I 
knew the candidate, it occurred to me I know 
his name is Calvin Sehuneman, that he lives 
in Prophetstown with his wife Dorothy, where 
he has headed an insurance firm for 25 or so 
years. 
I am aware his fellow townspeople have a 
high regard for him and that persons in 
Whiteside County whom I have known for 
some time, who have been acquainted with 
him longer than I have, consider he is a good 
candidate for public office and will be a great 
state representative. 
With all this knowledge, I somehow do not 
know this person in the same way I know 
friends, colleagues and others with whom I 
associate. 
The last time 1 saw the candidate I in­ 
quired if he felt he has been so much of the 
time asked about his stand on issues that his 
questioners have not taken the time to find out 
who he really is? 
He was hesitant to comment, stating he 
thought people whose vutes he is seeking have 
the right to inquire as they choose. 
While he is (’’thinking about that” ) I will 
fill you in on some of his background. 
In addition to his insurance business, 
Sehuneman is a director in a couple of local 
corporations and owns a farm in Bureau 
County. 
‘‘I have really thought about being in the 
legislature for a long time but the time has 
never been right before. 
‘‘I the earlier days in the business I could 
not take the time away from it, but now I have 
capable people, including my son-in-law, who 
can take care of things. 
‘‘For another thing, I was not willing to 
take the time to get into politics away from 
the children while they were growing up. 
‘‘During those years 1 served on various 
civic and community boards wb#»r#» i 
#'auW 


participate in local affairs without taking 
more time away from the family than 1 
wanted to. 
‘‘Also, in regard to the right time, the bet­ 
ter time to run for a political office is when an 
office holder is retiring. 
‘‘It’s usually an unsuccessful uphill battle 
to try to beat an incumbent. 
‘‘With Kenneth M iller retiring from his 
House seat and being from Whiteside dk)unty, 
this seemed like the right time. 
‘‘Also, quite a few people came to me sug­ 
gesting I should run for the office.” 
The candidate paused for a moment and 
then said, ‘‘I have th o i^ t for a long time that 
sooner or later I would get into politics, but 
you know, I am not sure I ever talked to Dor­ 
othy (his wife) about it until I was thinking 
about this race.” 
Seeming to let his mind go back to when he 
first talked to Dorothy about this, he slowly 
said, ‘‘Politics is often a dirty word and 
really, when you have been private citizens 
like we have for all of our lives and have en­ 
joyed the respect and friendship of acquain­ 
tances, it’s a long step to announce you are 
going to be a candidate for public office. 
‘‘Dorothy was not so sure about this idea at 
first and I can tell you if it had not been all 
right with her I would not be a candidate to­ 
day.” 
He said, at first it was difficult to be the 
center of attention wherever they went, “ for 
all of our lives we had been just like anybody 
else.” 
Sehuneman indicated, as time went on he 
and Dorothy accepted this as part of cam­ 
paigning for public office, and now indicates 
one of the great pleasures they have experi­ 
enced in the last several months is meeting so 
many “nice people who are interested in im­ 
proving our political system.” 
On more than one occasion this reporter 
has heard people observe Dorothy Schune- 
man, who is a very attractive and congenial 
person, is a great help to her husband’s cam­ 
paign. 
Apprised of this comment, the candidate 
said, ‘‘I am grateful for the willing help she 
has given me and for her going with me to ap­ 
pearances which 1 must make. 
‘‘I tell her sometimes, ‘You do not really 
need to go this tim e,’ but each time I am 
ready to leave, so is she.” 
After the conversation with Calvin 
Sehuneman I know him better and I hope, af­ 
ter reading this account of our meeting, the 
r#»ad<»r 
better amiiainted with him.

Long Beach, so the former 
president could have ‘‘undis­ 
turbed rest,” said a Nixon aide. 
A White House spokesman 
sent word that President Ford 
was praying for Nixon. 
Lungren said Nixon’s pulse 
rate had increased and he had 
a slight fever. He said Nixon 
was receiving medication in­ 
travenously. 
Twelve hours earlier, sur­ 
geons had attached a plastic 
clip — resembling a clothespin 
with teeth — to a vein in Nix- 
m’s groin to control a newly 
discovered blood clot resulting 
from the phlebitis in his left 
leg. The jaw-like clip allows 
blood to flow, but impedes the 
movement of life-threatening 
clots to the heart and lungs. 
In Memphis, Tenn., Dr. Rob­ 
ert M. Miles, inventor of the 
surgical clip used in Nixon’s 
operation, 
said 
that 
post­ 
operative hemorrhage is in­ 
frequent and patient shock is 
rare in that type of surgery. 
A five-man m edical team 
participated in the hour-long 
operation which started at 5:30 
a.m. Tuesday. After the oper­ 
ation — described as relatively 
simple — doctors told a news 
conference that the former 
chief executive was ‘‘doing 
w ell.” 
Hickman, an assistant profes­ 


sor of surgery at the UCLA 
School of Medicine, called the 
operation 
“ uneventful” 
and 
said, “ Mr. Nixon is doing well 
..., recovering in the normal 
manner.” 
But just over six hours later, 
Nixon slipped into vascular 
shock which arrested the circu­ 
lation of his blood for three 
hours before doctors and nurses 
were able to “ stabilize” his 
condition. 
Lungren 
said 
the 
com­ 
plication was probably caused 
by 
“ some 
retro-peritonaeal 
bleeding secondary to anticoa­ 
gulation therapy.” Retro-per­ 
itonaeal bleeding means bleed­ 
ing behind the membrane that 
surrounds the abdomen. 
Earlier, Lungren had said 
there was “ somewhat more 
risk than normal” to the sur­ 
gery because Nixon had been 
taking anticoagulants which left 
him 
prone 
to 
uncontrolled 
bleeding. After the surgery, 
however, Lungren told report­ 
ers there had been no excessive 
bleeding. 
Lungren said that when Nix­ 
on went into shock “ replace­ 
ment of blood loss (through 
transfusions) and relaxation of 
anticoagulation therapy were 
instituted.” 
The amount of blood trans­ 
fused into Nixon was not dis­ 


closed, but doctors not con­ 
nected with Nixon’s case said 
that in situations such as his, 
massive blood transfusions are 
normally required. 
Nixon’s postoperative shock 
could have been caused by his 
emotional state — a source 
close to him said Nixon was de­ 
pressed. One physician said, 
“ Emotional stress can be a 
very tearing down thing, and 
can have its effect on the circu­ 
lation. 


“ His vascular system was in 
bad shape to begin with before 
the 
operation,” 
the 
doctor 
added, noting that surgery was 
delayed because of Nixon’s 
weakened physical condition. 
Nixon re-entered Memorial 
Hospital Medical Center last 
Wednesday night after an oral 
anticoagulant 
proved 
in­ 
effective in treating his phle­ 
bitis. Nixon was hospitalized 
for the problem for 12 days in 
late September and early Octo­ 
ber. 


During that period a small 
clot broke off from a large clot 
in his left thigh and traveled 
through his heart before lodg­ 
ing in his right lung. The deci­ 
sion to allow Nixon to return 
home came after Lungren con­ 
cluded the lung clot no longer 
posed a serious threat.

Volunteered to take blame: Magruder 


Productivity 
drops sharply, 
labor costs up 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Pro­ 
ductivity dropped sharply in 
the third quarter while labor 
costs continued to soar, further 
adding to inflationary pres­ 
sures, the government reported 
today. 
Ttie Labor Department said 
productivity in the July-Sep- 
tember period declined at a 3 
per cent seasonally adjusted 
annual rate, reflecting a 3.3 per 
cent drop in output and a three- 
tenths of one per cent decline 
in man-hours. 
Productivity — that is, output 
per man-hour — has now 
dropped in five of the last sev­ 
en quarters. It fell 7.1 per cent 
in the first quarter of the year 
and edged up six-tenths of a 
per cent in the second quarter. 
Hie government said the 
third-quarter decline in output 
reflected a larger decline than 
in man-hours, resulting from a 
shortening of the average work­ 
week which was down 1.1 per 
cent. 
Compensation per man-hour, 
which reflects wage cosU as 
well as employer contributions 
to Social Security and other 
fringe benefits, rose 10.5 per 
cent during the third quarter.

WASHINGTON (A P) — For 
mer Nixon campaign aide Jeb 
Stuart Magruder told the Wa­ 
tergate cover-up tria l today 
that he volunteered to take the 
blame for the break-in at 
Democratic 
National 
Ck>m- 
mittee headquarters but that 
the idea was rejected by White 
House aides. 
Magruder, former deputy di­ 
rector of Richard M. Nixon’s 
re-election committee, said that 
one week after the June 17, 
1972, break-in he met with for­ 
mer Atty. Gen. John N. Mit­ 
chell and offered to go to the 
U.S. attorney’s office and say 
he had authorized the political 
intelligence plan that led to the 
burglary. 
Asked about Mitchell’s reac­ 
tion, Magruder said, “ He didn’t 
accept it or reject it. He said 
he would discuss it at the White 
House.” 
He said Mitchell told him lat­ 
er “ they had discussed it at the 
White House and had rejected 


it because I was too close to 
Mr. Mitchell and Mr. Halde- 
man.” 
Mitchell and H.R. Haldeman, 
former White House staff chief, 
are two of the five defendants 
charged with conspiring to 
thwart the investigation. 
The other defendants are for­ 
mer White House aide John D. 
Elhrlichman; former Asst. Atty. 
(}en. Robert C. Mardian, and 
Kenneth W. Parkinson, one­ 
time attorney for the Nixon re- 
election committee. 
Magruder, the third prose­ 
cution witness, described how 
Mitchell and other high-level of­ 
ficials first le a rn t of the 
aborted break-in and said steps 
were taken quickly to destroy 
potentially incriminating files 
and to devise a credible ex­ 
planation for the money used 
for political intelligence. 
Magruder quoted Mitchell as 
telling him at a meeting on 
June 19, 1972, that “ I should 
have a fire in my fireplace” to 


take care of wiretap informa­ 
tion on the Democrats. 
“ Did you, in fact, have a fire 
in your fireplace that evening,” 
asked assistant special prose­ 
cutor Jill Wine Volner. 
“ Yes, I did,” Magruder re­ 
plied. 
“The next morning I told Mr. 
Mitchell I had destroyed the 
Gemstone 
file,” 
Magruder 
added. 
Then he told how it was de­ 
cided to explain the ^250,000 
budget for political intelligence 
gathering. 
He said Herbert L. Porter, 
another campaign committee 
official, agreed to tell officials 
that $100,000 was used for pro­ 
tection for surrogates making 
campaign appearances in Nix- 
(m’s behalf. 
Magruder said he told author­ 
ities that the remaining $150,000 
was spent for a convention se­ 
curity plan. 
Earlier, Magruder had testi­ 
fied that Mitchell approved the 


intelligence plan, saying, “ let’s 
give them the ^0,000 and see 
what they come up with.” 
Magruder said that before 
approving the plan, Mitchell 
twice rejected proposals from 
G. Gordon Liddy that called for 
break-ins, wiretapping, kidnap­ 
ing of demonstration leaders 
and using prostitutes to com­ 
promise Democrats. 


He described Mitchell’s reac­ 
tion to Liddy’s initial $1 million 
proposal as “very negative.” 
Liddy came back with a 
$500,000 plan and, once again, 
Mitchell rejected it. 


But, according to Magruder 
Mitchell approved the plan 
after it was scaled down to 
$250,000.

Burditt offers plan to cut 
inflationary government spending

United States Senate candi­ 
date George Burditt disclosed 
Tuesday a proposal which he 
said “ w ill strike at the most ba­ 
sic cause of inflation—uncon­ 
trolled growth of government 
spending.” 
In a Chicago news confer­ 
ence, Burditt said his proposal 
would “ virtually eliminate any 
chance of a federal income-tax 
surcharge and would accom­ 
plish three vital goals.” He con­ 
tinued : 
“ I have long advocated a con­ 
stitutional amendment to force 
the adoption of balanced budg­ 
ets by the Congress. 
“ The quicker route is for 
Congress, by a statute which 
could be passed now, to set a 
ceiling in actual spending and 
net lending under a cautious es­ 
timate of a balanced budget. 
The statute would permit the 
President to delay or reduce 
expenditures to keep under the 
ceiling. 
“The proposal would virtual­ 
ly eliminate any chance of a 
federal income-tax surcharge 
and would accomplish three vi­ 
tal goals: 
“ First, it would cut through 
the financial ‘shell game’ by 
which less than half of federal 
spending is of money actually 
appropriated by the Congress. 
AJl the rest is ‘back dtx>r spend­ 
ing’ through which pet projects 
and open-ended spending are 
concealed trom public view. 
“ Second, an automatic sur­ 
charge provision would place a 
high degree of constraint upon 
(Congress and the executive 
branch to avoid the political 
consequences of an immediate 
jump in withholding—for which 
either Congress or the Presi­ 
dent could be blamed imme­ 
diately. 
“ Third, it will strike at the 
most basic cause of inflation- 
uncontrolled 
governm ent 
spending, which now requires 
constant inflationary increases 
in the money supply to avoid a 
credit crunch that would nearly 
destroy business and cut off 
nearly all credit to individuals 
and other governments.” 
Under Burditt’s proposal, a 
tax surcharge would be im­ 


posed immediately after a fis­ 
cal year in which either the 
President or the Congress 
broke the ceiling. 
“ A taxpayer formerly paying 
$1,000 would then have to pay 
$30 additional, while the $^,000 
taxpayer would be hit for $600 
more—20 times as much—thus 
preserving the highly graduat­ 
ed nature of our income tax 
rates and giving everyone who 
pays an income tax a reason to 
blame the big spenders in 
Washington. 
“The spending of all govern­ 
ments in 1947 was 23 per cent of 
all personal income, which is 
the ultimate source of all taxes 
and private and public spend­ 
ing. 


“ By 1960, the percentage was 
28.35. By 1970, this figure had 
leaped to 41.7 per cent, and by 
1973, to 43.3 per cent. 
“ Meanwhile, to provide ‘ex­ 
pansionary’ credit, the money 
supply per capita 
was in­ 
creased from $1,188 in 1960, to 
$2,075 in 1970, and to $2,712 in 
1973. 
On the “ back door spending” 
of Congress, Burditt comment­ 
ed: 
“ Only 44 per cent of the mon­ 
ey spent by Congress is through 
bills that go through appropria­ 
tions committees, and approxi­ 
mately half of that 44 per cent is 
ncg for the current fiscal year. 
The r^ t is all ‘back door’ 
spending.” 


Burditt listed three major 
areas of such spending: 
—Contract authority. An ex­ 
ample is the $18 billion author­ 
ized over a three-year period 
for anti-pollution grants. 
- “ Off-budget” agencies. The 
first such agency was the Ex- 
port-Import Bank, which spent 
$249 million in Fiscal 72 and is 
expected to spend $1.3 billion in 
the current year. With the addi­ 
tion of new agencies, spending 
not in the budget process is ex­ 
pected to amount to $6 billion 
this year. 
—Various credit prc^rams 
not subject to the appropria­ 
tions process. In Fiscal 74, the 
total of iuch subsidized credit 
or subsidy programs was $27 


billion. 
This is more, Burditt noted, 
than all the amounts appropri­ 
ated for the l^islative and ju­ 
dicial branches, the office of the 
President, and the following de­ 
partments: agriculture, com­ 
merce, HUD, interior, justice, 
labor and state. Burditt de­ 
clared : 


‘The important thing is that 
at least some members of Con­ 
gress agree with my stand, and 
they are trying responsibly to 
end the wild congressional 
spending which has increased 
the national debt $133 billion in 
just six years, and has been the 
overriding cause of our infla­ 
tion.”

John B. Anderson voted against 
the school prayer amendment Nov. 
8. The Teague amendment to pre­ 
vent strikers from obtaining food 
stamps was voted against by John B. 
Anderson. 
On June 22, 1972 Rep. John B. An­ 
derson voted for the so-called Reve­ 
nue-Sharing B ill, whereby the feder­ 
al government will return 30 billion 
dollars to the various states and 
mayors of large cities.

In February 1969 John B. Ander­ 
son (Rockford) and Gerald Ford 
tried to get a pay increase of $12,500. 
They worked diligently to prevent a 
roll call, but real conservatives in­ 
sisted on a yes or no vote, so the peo­ 
ple would know who voted to raise 
their own pay. 
Do not forget these sneaking 
tricks on election day. 
June 5, 1974. The House voted to 
allow children to attend the school 
closest or the next closest. John B. 
Andrson voted against. Railsback 
(no vote). 
April 3, 1974. The House passed 
b ill to Pro tect consum ers. An 
amendment was proposed to allow 
right of court review, but was de­ 
feated by the socialists.

)wn heavy crude and allowed it to 
low toward well bores. Business 
(eek magazine called it “ thermal 
leritol” for tirejj oil fields th*»t could 
bbost a w ell’s production bÿ 3 to 10 


times. 
But in 1964, Middle Eastern oil 
was selling for $2 a barrel and sec­ 
ondary recovery was not economi­ 
cally justifiable. You can guess the 
rest. Came the Arab-Israeli war and 
last w inter’s oil embargo and the en­ 
ergy crisis hit home for real. M id­ 
east oil now- goes for $11 a barrel. 
In Jan u ary, Struthers Wells re­ 
ceived its first meaningful order in 
10 years from Standard Oil of C ali­ 
fornia, where tarry crude at rela­ 
tively shallow depths makes steam 
flooding particularly attractive. Or­ 
ders began coming in from other 
companies. 
There is nothing new about sec­ 
ondary oil recovery, 
and steam 
flooding is only one of a number of 
methods, although the most promis­ 
ing Nor does it mean that Am eri­ 
cans w ill be able to resume their 
reckless consumption of their petro­ 
leum reserves. 
It does mean that Am erica is far 
from becoming a have-not nation in 
terms of oil. We have vast amounts 
of it yet that could last us for many 
generations—if we use it wisely. 


None happy 
about anything 


N EW Y O RK (N E A )- As Am eri­ 
cans prepare to vote, or not vote, 
their mood may be characterized as 
ranging from apprehension and an­ 
ger to disgust and apathy. 
Murm urs of hope and optimism 
in the face of bewildering inflation 
and unannounced but real depres­ 
sion do not come quickly to the lips 
of citizens. The mood, a newspaper­ 
man in Bloomington, 111., observed, 
“ is moody.’’ 
In a survey commissioned by 
Newspaper Enterprise Association 
of 12 areas of the nation—large and 
sm all cities spotted in representa­ 
tive geographical areas—contribut­ 
ing writers note that the series of na­ 
tional scandals collectively known 
as W atergate coupled with the grave 
economic situation has left an indeli­ 
ble mark on people. 
“ I ’ll always remember seasons,’’ 
an Illinois farm er was quoted as 
saying, “ and I ’ll always remember 
Watergate when I tell my grandkids, 
because that was the worst season I 
ever seen.” 
And 
a 
woman 
in 
Lawrence, 
Mass., noted, “ The economy is a big 
worry. I really don’t know what’s 
going to happen, but I ’m not very 
hopeful.” 
Most survey contributors report 
that election officials and politicians 
expect a dismal turnout at the polls 
on Nov. 5. “ We even had difficulty 
recruiting deputy registrars to sign 
up the voters,” reports a county 
election official in Stockton, Calif., 
where people are norm ally political­ 
ly active. 
And, of course, politicians gener­ 
ally are having a tough time of it. 
Says a candidate in Macon, Ga.; 
“ Its rougher on the incumbents, but 
it affects all of us. So the sm art move 
is to insist that your opponent is a 
politician, and you aren't.” 
But this strategic move, as might 
be expected, isn’t working. “ For 
good reason,” writes a reporter for 
the 
Ogdensburg, 
N .Y., 
Journal, 
“ people just do not believe that ei­ 
ther party is telling the truth.” 
Were it not for the excesses and 
attitudes of the now-discredited Nix­ 
on administration, the prevailing 
economic storms might be better 
weathered. But the post-Watergate 
Malaise has not dissipated. 
“ It once played very well indeed 
in Peoria,” writes Ja y Barnett of the 
Bloomington Pantagraph, “ but re­ 
views now range from mixed to ma­ 
licious.

Day to honor Einstein 


By H E N R Y J. T A Y LO R 
October 30 is an anniversary: on 
that day in 1933 modest, roly-poly 
genius Albert Einstein became a 
professor of mathematics at the In ­ 
stitute for Advanced Study, Prin ce­ 
ton, N .J. 
Dr. Einstein’s simple, two-story 
fram e house at 122 M ercer Street in 
Princeton still stands, occupied by 
his distinguished daughter. Walking 
the m ile to the Institute or padding 
around the village in his sandals, his 
basket-sized hair seeming just out of 
an ironmongery, Dr. Einstein was a 
beloved figure. His real world, how­ 
ever, was the world of ideas. 


The late Israeli patriarch David 
Ben-Gurion discussed the hereafter 
with this great savant. Ben-Gurion 
asked: “ Is there a life after death?” 
Dr. Einstein answered: “ I wish I 
knew.” But when he died (A pril 18, 
1955, in his sleep at Princeton Hospi­ 
tal) he left orders to crem ate his 
body. 
Dr. Einstein was modesty per­ 
sonified. Like most really estab­ 
lished men, he had no pride of opin­ 
ion whatever. He was fond of point­ 
ing out how we overemphasize what 
we know and underemphasize what 
we do not know. 
In fact, I once heard him rem ark 
a somewhat arrogant intellectual at 
Princeton that every single one of 
the fundamental powers by which 
bodies 
operate—celestial, 
anim al 
and human a lik e —rem ains un­ 
known. 
We can describe the powers,” he 
said, “ but we do not know why they 


are as they are. 
He told me one evening: “ It is a 
contingent universe.” By this, Dr. 
Einstein meant that nothing is cer­ 
tain. 
Sir Isaac Newton’s physics were 
true, as far as they went, for 160 
years. Then in 1887 the experiments 
of Am erican scientists Albert A. 
Michelson and Edw ard W. Morley 
seemed to demonstrate that light’s 
speed is constant in spite of its 
source’s motion. This apparently de­ 
fied Newtonian physics. The whole 
scientific world was deeply puzzled. 


Einstein’s Special Theory of R el­ 
ativity had its beginnings in an essay 
he wrote when only 16. Then the 
great Einstein took a series of intui­ 
tive leaps in 1905. He was barely 26. 
Earning a doctorate at the Poly­ 
technic Academy in Zurich, he pub­ 
lished five research papers. In four, 
each contained a great discovery in 
physics. One pertained to relativity. 
Then Dr. Einstein proved his 
Special Theory of Relativity in 1915 
by an astounding formula. It re­ 
vealed the relation between energy, 
m atter, time and the speed of light, 
with its application to gravity. It an­ 
swered the Michelson-Morley m ys­ 
tery. 
International fame came in No­ 
vem ber, 1919. The Royal Society of 
London’s scientific expedition 
to 
Principe Island (G ulf of Guinea) had 
photographed the 
M ay 
29 solar 
eclipse. It announced that its com­ 
pleted calculations verified the pre­ 
dictions made in Einstein’s general 
theory of relativity. 


Two years later Dr. Einstein was 
awarded (Dec. 10, 1921) the Nobel 
Prize in Physics. The award cited 
his photoelectric law and his work in 
theoretical physics. Relativity, still 
under controversy, was not men­ 
tioned. Dr. Einstein, however, was 
in Shanghai and could not be in 
Stockholm to receive the Nobel 
Prize. 
Now 
Princeton 
physicist 
Dr. 
Robert H. Dickie’s observations of 
the planet M ercury’s orbital behav­ 
ior seem to challenge some Einstein 
theories. 
Modest Einstein was prepared 
for such a possibility. “ No amount of 
findings or observations can prove 
that I am right,” he once remarked 
to me, “ but it takes only one to prove 
that I am wrong.” 
On his death Dr. Einstein left 25 
cabinets filled with personal mem­ 
orabilia. These included a private 
protest against “ the false notion that 
theory always flows from experi­ 
ment.” He insisted that this ignores 
intuition. 
“ There is no logical way to much 
that is discovered,” he noted, “ only 
the way of intuition.” 
We live in a day of the levelers. 
We see on all sides what the British 
call the process of “ chopping down 
the tall poppies. 
But the sheer 
weight of numbers has never ad­ 
vanced us by Dr. Einstein’s conten­ 
tion. It never will. 
Oh, yes, there is such a thing as 
the genius spark. And we must honor 
the individual before we can honor 
mankind. In this case, we salute one 
of the greatest intellects of all time. 


This is not time to be right 


Charles Wilson, secretary of de­ 
fense back in the Eisenhower era, 
did it when he suggested that what 
was good for General Motors was 
good for the country. 
Would-be presidential candidate 
George Romney did it in 1968 when 
he charged that he had been “ brain­ 
washed” about Vietnam . 
Another hopeful, Edmund Mus- 
kie, blew whatever chances he had 
in 1972 when he got emotional over 
some harsh untruths a newspaper 
had printed about his wife. 
Now Alan Greenspan, chairm an 
of the President’s Council of Eco ­ 
nomic Advisors, has given a lesson 


in how to lose friends and influence 
people—the wrong way. 
“ If you want to examine who is 
hurting the most in terms of per­ 
centage of lost income,” he said at 
one of the recent minisummit con­ 
ferences on the economy, “ it’s the 
W all Street brokers who are hurt the 
most.” 
Now, what each of these gentle­ 
men expressed was, in the context in 
which they expressed it, not without 
m erit. At least, a good defense could 
be made for each of them. 
Nevertheless, there are certain 
things a public figure just does not 
say in public. Back in 1968, who 


hadn’t been misled about Vietnam ? 
Yet no one wanted to hear a poten­ 
tial president admit that he had 
been. 
In Greenspan’s case, his conten­ 
tion about percentages of lost in­ 
come may be quite valid. But people 
aren’t worried about the $50,000-a- 
year broker who is now struggling 
along on $20,000. They are not im ­ 
pressed that the market slump may 
have dealt the Rockefellers a paper 
loss of umpteen millions. 
Unfortunately, the truths men 
speak—or try to speak—oft lie in­ 
terred with their careers. Their faux 
pas live after them.

Nixon carried the district by 
about 60,000 votes and two oth­ 
er Republicans, Sen. Charles H. 
Percy and Atty. Gen. William 
J. Scott, won there by about 
80,000. 
This year, in one of the most­ 
ly closely watched congression­ 
al contests, both Mikva and 
Young concede the race is 
tight. 
Young, a one-time strong sup­ 
porter of Nixon, says the for­ 
mer 
President’s 
resignation 
took him out of what could 
have been an untenable posi­ 
tion . 
In addition, the conservative 
Republican’s problems include 
GOP voter apathy due to Wa­ 
tergate, a well-oiled Mikva 
campaign machine and a dis­ 
trict that is becoming increas­ 
ingly independent. 
“ It’s a close district and Mik­ 
va is a very formidable oppo­ 
nent,” said Young a day after 
President Gerald Ford used 
similar words at a $50 per per­ 
son 
cocktail 
reception 
for 
Young in an attempt to boost 
his campaign. 
“ The district is highly in­ 
telligent, is the second or third 
most affluent in the nation and 
is now about one-third Demo­ 
crat, one-third Republican and 
one-third Independent,” he con­ 
tinued. 
“ That’s a unique test tube to 
analyze. You don’t get that 
kind of a mix in most congres­ 
sional districts and if my oppo­ 
nent were to beat me with his 
record of allegiance to big la­ 
bor unions and his liberal phi­ 
losophy, it would be a news­ 
worthy event.” 
Young, 51, a lawyer, had no 
elected political experience be­ 
fore he ran in 1972. Mikva is a 
former two-term Congressman 
who lost his seat through reap­ 
portionment

South Side Chicago district. He 
also spent 10 years in the Il­ 
linois General Assembly. 
The closeness of the contest 
is one reason it has become the 
most expensive congressional 
race in the country, according 
to Common Cause. Both candi­ 
dates expect to spend more 
than $200,000. 
Young views Mikva’s cam­ 
paign with thousands of volun­ 
teers doing door-to-door can­ 
vassing as far better organized 
at the precinct level than his 
own. 
"He’s spent more money and 
more time finding out where 
his vote is than I ‘ve been able 
to do.”

the hunting seasons move into 
high gear the National Rifle As­ 
sociation reminds sportsmen, 
especially new ones, there is an 
element of seriousness in all 
the fun.

—Treat every gun as if it 
were loaded. 
—Point the muzzle in a safe 
direction at all times.

Keep the action 
open and carry it to the field in 
a case. 
—Check the barrel for ob­ 
structions and make sure you 
have the right ummunition. 
—Be sure of your target be­ 
fore you fire. 
—Never point a gun at any­ 
thing you don’t want to kill. 
—Never climb a fence or 
jump a ditch with a loaded gun 
and never pull it toward you by 
the nuzzle. 
—Never shoot at water or a 
flat, hard surface. 


—Store guns and ammunition 
separately. 
—Avoid alcohol before and 
during shooting. 
—Consider yourself a guest of 
the landowner. Ask his per­ 
mission to hunt on his land. 
Follow the safety rules and 
game laws and insist your com­ 
panions do, too. 
—Develop your skills to as­ 
sure sportsmanlike kills. 
—Encourage and 
practice 
conservation. 
—Instill good hunting habits 
in young sportsmen.

FAMILY LIB By JOANNE and LEW KOCH 
The best of all 
possible selves 


( Note: Today ’s column is written by Joanne) 
“Marriage is something I would consider only out of severe de­ 
pression. The surest way to be alone is to get married. Survey s 
show the happiest people are single women or married men.” 
When I read Gloria Steinem’s words in “People” magazine my 
first impulse was to righteously defend marriage as the best of all 
possible worlds. 
Try ing to be objective about Ms. Steinem’s charge that mar­ 
riage makes women unhappy , I had to admit there were corrobo- 
pting studies, the most ex tensive one being the University of Mich­ 
igan report based on 2,500 interviews entitled: “Americans View 
Their Mental Health.” 
Insofar as one can measure happiness, the 1960 Michigan Re­ 
port and a 1970 survey by the Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare seemed to show that married women were getting the 
short end of the stick. 
(Married men, by the way , rated themselves happier than 
did single women.) 
Why are so many married women unhappy ? 'The reasons are 
numerous, but one of the most common is false ex pectations, the 
belief engenered practically from birth that marriage is an end in 
itself. “Landing” a man was to be the final goal of an adolescence 
geared to attracting the opposite sex , rather than developing our 
other human potentials. Even today , when y ou ask a little girl what 
she wants to do when she grows up, the answer is often “get mar­ 
ried.” 
Marriage, as many of us have found to our dismay , is no more a 
finale than motherhood. Both ex periences can be enriching or frus­ 
trating, depending on whether or not we continue learning, ex ercis­ 
ing and ex panding our abilities, finding new sources of pleasure 
and satisfaction. 
After facing their disappointments, stagnation, and isolation 
and becoming aware of new possibilities, many women have 
marched out of their kitchens— and out of some marriages. 
But let’s not make the same mistake twice— the mistake of the 
easy answer. Just when we’re realizing that not all good flows from 
marriage and motherhood, let’s not buy the notion that single wom­ 
en have a lock on pleasure and satisfaction or that all pleasure and 
satisfaction must be self-centered. 
When we go out to look for happiness as an automatic attribute 
of marriage or singleness or motherhood, we inevitably wind up 
like Voltaire’s Candide, realizing that there is no best of all possible 
worlds. There is only , at any given moment, for any given person, a 
best of all possible selves, the self that is continually renewing its 
capacity for wonder and delight, the self that is continually 
growing. 
It would be a shame if the same women who did so much to dis­ 
mantle the old female stereoty pes should erect new and eq ually un­ 
real manneq uins, such as the perpetually contented working 
woman. If we start ex pecting fulfillment to come with a feminist 
my stiq ue— avoiding marriage, remaining single and career-ori­ 
ented—we may well wind up just as disappointed as Betty Frie- 
dan’s suburban housewives who fell for the feminine my stiq ue. 
Happiness may be a job, a two-room apartment, an empty re­ 
frigerator and a cat for regular companionship, but certainly not 
for every one.

D EA R DR. LAM B— Could 
you please tell me what nerves 
have to do in causing a colon 
condition and if nerves can be 
the only cause? How serious is 
it if the colon should perforate? 
Could this also cause an ab­ 
scess on the colon and liver? 
D EA R REA D ER- T h e re is a 
network of nerve fibers that 
penetrate the wall of the colon. 
These little nerves stimulate 
the muscle in the wall of the 
colon to contract or relax. They 
affect the blood flow to the col­ 
on by constricting or relaxing 
the blood vessels and they af­ 
fect the amount of secretions or 
mucus formed in the colon. 
The nerves function on their 
own without your conscious 
control. The network is hooked 
up to they hypothalamus in 
your brain which is the seat of 
your emotions. Depending upon 
what emotion you are expe­ 
riencing, the colon will be en­ 
gorged with blood or literally 
blush, or the blood will be 
drained out of it, making it 
pale. 
If your colon were readily

visible to other people you 
would have a hard time con­ 
cealing your emotions. 
It follows that anxiety and 
nervous states can send im ­ 
pulses to the colon that can 
cause 
overcontraction 
or 
spasm of colon muscles or form 
excess mucus and otherwise af­ 
fect its function. Depending on 
the balance of factors, this can 
result in diarrhea, constipation, 
or spastic colon. 
Now, nervous states are not 
the only thing, though, that can 
cause dysfunction of the colon. 
Various diseases of the colon it­ 


self can 
cause 
dysfunction. 
These include diseases such as 
food poisoning or even a tumor 
of the colon. 
The function of the colon is al­ 
so affected by what you eat and 
drink. Some people do not toler­ 
ate coffee very well at all, and it 
can affect the function of the 
colon. Various flavor oils can 
irritate the colon as can spices 
such as garlic. 
If you eat food that contains 
no bulk, the colon may not have 
enough undigested fiber mate­ 
rial to work against and it will 
overcontract or go into spasm. 


That is one reason why you 
need roughage in your diet, 
specifically bulky vegetables 
and cereals. 
The colon won’t perforate 
from nerves alone. You usually 
have to have had small pocket­ 
like formations of diverticula 
formed first. These can rup­ 
ture, and the effect may be 
much like a ruptured appendix, 
though usually on the left side. 
And, like a ruptured appendix, 


if the perforation is large and 
permits bacteria from the colon 
to be seeded in the abdomen, it 
could cause a liver abscess or 
abscesses elsewhere in the ab­ 
domen. 
D EA R DR. LAM B— Do the 
fats and oils in pecans, al­ 
monds, and avocados cause 
cholesterol to build up in the 
body? 


D EA R RE A D E R- None of 


these contain cholesterol. How­ 
ever, too many calories of any 
foods, and particularly fats, ap­ 
parently stimulate the forma­ 
tion of excess fatty particles 
and cholesterol in the body in 
most people. If you stay lean 
and don’t eat too many of these 
foods, they are fine. All three of 
these items are high in fat con­ 
tent, even though they contain 
no cholesterol.

The visiting legislator p ointed out inflation 
is worldwide and that his wountry can do little 
about that, but observed Argentina’s internal 
economy is troubled by “weak industrial p ro­ 
duction.” 
The country has two major p olitical p ar­ 
ties and several minor p arties. 


He is a member of the p olitical p arty 
which is now in majority and said the two 
p rincip al p arties are moving closer together. 
Sen. Garcia noted in the U.S. the Rep ubli­ 
can and Democratic p arties have many dif­ 
ferences but have a common denominator.

against Tim C. Hall of Dwight. 
Still, Republican election day 
defections and a big Democrat­ 
ic v ote could cause problems 
for Carlson, who briefly serv ed 
in Congress in 197 2 as an ap­ 
pointee.

CHICAGO (AP) — Three 
men hav e been charged with 
burglary and larceny in the $4 .3 
million Purlator v ault theft and 
a fourth is sought for question­ 
ing. 
J ames Maniatis, 53, of subur­ 
ban Worth became Wedneday 
the third man charged in the 
hauling off of 800 pounds of 
bills from the Chicago v ault 
Oct. 20 in what is believ ed to be 
the largest theft of cash in U.S. 
history . 
Earlier v ault guard Ralph 
Marerra, 31, and Peter J . 
Gushi, 4 7 , an associate of Ma­ 
niatis, were arrested in the 
case. 
Federal agents and police 
pressed the search for C!harles 
Marzano, 4 2. They said Ma­ 
rerra, who was the only guard 
on duty when the cash was tak­ 
en, told them he had breakfast 
with Marzano ev ery other day 
for sev eral months before the 
theft. 
Marzano has been charged 
with attempting to obtain an Il­ 
linois driv er’s license illegally 
in connection with the case. 
Gushi appeared Wednesday 
before U.S. Magistrate Carl 
Sussman, and FBI agents said 
he had planned to leav e the 
country , ev idently in a priv ate 
plane, after the theft. They also 
said he had threatened to kill a 


federal witness whose name 
was not disclosed. 
Declaring that “ death threats 
are akin to anarchy ,’’ Sussman 
set bond for Gushi at $1 mil­ 
lion. 


The 
nine-page 
complaint 
against Gushi said he met at 
(me point with Allen Wainer, 7 0, 
conv icted in 1971 of conspiracy 
to 
receiv e 
stolen 
postage 
stamps, and acknowledged he 
planned to flee the country 
after the theft. 


In the same conv ersation, 
Wainer mentioned the name of 
Luigi Di Fonzo, 26 , of Boston, 
the complaint said. 
ITie complaint also quoted 
Gushi as say ing he was “ sick 
and tired of being p<X)r’’ and 
that he was “ going to be part 
of one of the biggest cash 
scores that ev er hit the United 
States.’’ 
The complaint also said that 
flecks of red paint found in a 
v an by federal agents are be­ 
liev ed to be the same as red 
flecks on a money bin left be­ 
hind when the thiev es walked 
out of the v ault, leav ing $21 
million in cash and a number 
of ex plosiv e charges behind. 
Authorities 
believ e 
the 
thiev es set the charges to de­ 
ceiv e Purlator and insurance 
officials into thinking the v ault 


was not robbed but the money 
merely destroy ed by fire. How­ 
ev er, some of the charges were 
duds. 
The $21 million was left be­ 
cause the thiev es lacked time 
and manpower to steal it, po­ 
lice said. None of the money 
taken has been recov ered. 
Citing crime laboratory tests, 
police said a fingerprint on a 
piece of paper found in the v an 
matched that of Marzano.

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All-female race 
in Missouri's 
third district 


ST. LOUIS, Mo. (A P) - The 
male chauvinist voter in south 
St. Louis hasn’t a chance Nov. 
5. Any way he casts his ballot, 
he’ll send a woman to Con­ 
gress. 
The contest for Missouri’s 3rd 
District seat in the U.S. House 
of Representatives is the na­ 
tion’s only three-way ladies’ 
race, with incumbent Democrat 
Leonor K. Sullivan facing oppo­ 
sition from Jo Ann P. Raisch, a 
Republican, and Marie S. No­ 
wak, an independent. 
“ I think it might be a more 
interesting 
race 
having 
all 
women,” says Mrs. Raisch, a 
38-year-old mother of two teen­ 
age boys. Politics is not new to 
her family. Her husband Wil­ 
liam is seeking his third term 
as a state representative. 
“ People are tired of the old- 
time politician. People want 
someone refreshing; they want 
someone new; they want some­ 
one young,” Mrs. Raisch says. 
“That’s the usual thing they 
(opponents) say,” according to 
Mrs. Sullivan, who is Missouri’s 
first and only congresswoman. 
“ If I can’t carry on, you’ll 
never see me run for Congress. 
I think you’re as old as you 
feel,” says Mrs. Sullivan, who 
does not look her 72 years. 
She was first elected in 1952 
to fill the seat of her late hus­ 
band and has been returned to 
Congress for 11 consecutive 
terms. 
“ I think 22 years in office is 
too long," says Mrs. Nowak, a 
54-year-old eighth grade math­ 
ematics teacher. 
“ No one seems to believe 


anybody. It seems like there’s 
such a lack of confidence and 
faith in the government. I think 
the only way to restore that is 
to get some ordinary citizens — 
those who don’t owe anybody 
any favors,” Mrs. Nowak says. 
The district, which covers 
south St. Louis City and south 
St. Louis County, is populated 
mostly by middle-class whites. 
For Mrs. Sullivan, it’s the 
first time she's ever been op 
posed by one member of her 
sex, much less two, but the vet­ 
eran Democrat contends it will 
make no difference. She says 
Mrs. Nowak, as an independ­ 
ent, will take votes away from 
the GOP candidate. 
Mrs. Raisch disagrees, say­ 
ing the independent will cut 
into Mrs. Sullivan’s strength, 
while Mrs. Nowak contends 
that disenchanted or undecided 
voters will line up behind her, 
deserting both political parties 
Both Mrs. Raisch and Mrs. 
Nowak have two children each, 
while Mrs. Sullivan has none. 
Mrs. Sullivan and Mrs. Nowak 
are widows. 
Mrs. Sullivan says she has 
budgeted between $20,000 and 
$30,000 for this year’s cam­ 
paign, which is relying on the 
mailing of literature. 
The door-to-door methods em­ 
ployed by Mrs. Raisch will cost 
her $2,200, according to her es­ 
timates. 
Mrs. Nowak says she receiv­ 
es volunteer, after-school as­ 
sistance from a core of about 
25 of her pupils and that she 
expects her drive will set her 
back $3,000 or $4,000.

Rutland, Vt., a few years ago area. Meals are served in an 


exquisitely furnished dining 
room and the chef, Ernest 
Royal, has the reputation for 
culinary talents not to be sur­ 
passed in all of New England. 
Should you arrive at this 
crossroads of Vermont, the 
junction of Rts. 4 and 7, stop in. 
A regular on the menu is this 
example of Green Mountain 
cooking, New England Ham 
and Potato casserole. 
To make it you’ll need 1 
pound of smoked ham from the 
shank or butt of the ham. Cut 
meat into about Vg-inch slices. 
Slice thin (as for scalloped) 1 
pound white potatoes and xk 


pound onions. Open a No. 2*2 
can of whole, preferably small, 
tomatoes. 
Butter the bottom of a 3-quart 
casserole. Alternate layers of 
potatoes onions, ham and 
tomatoes. Repeat, topping with 
tomatoes. 
On 
each 
layer 
sprinkle garlic salt, pepper, 
sugar, Worcestershire sauce. 
Put a bay leaf on the last layer 
of tomatoes. Pour over 1 table­ 
spoon melted butter. Cover and 
bake 1V2 hours at 375. Serves 4. 
For an easy and tasty supper 
during the holidays, try Ernest 
Royal’s Baked Scallops Heath- 
side. To serve 2 persons, pur­ 


chase 12 ounces of sea scallops 
either fresh or frozen. Thaw 
and drain if frozen. Slice scal­ 
lops in half flatwise. 
Butter a medium-sized cas­ 
serole. Put in the scallops, 
season with salt and pepper 
and pour over them 1 ounce of 
sherry wine. Melt 4 ounces 
butter. Pour half the butter 
over the scallops, then cover 
with 1 cup fresh breadcrumbs. 
Pour remaining butter over the 
crumbs. 
Bake in a pre-heated 375 oven 
for 15 minutes. The recipe 
doubles well and you may sub­

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Has Mills weathered storm of 
scandal at the Tidal Basin ?

(AP) - 
His trembling hands grip the 
lectern, his face reddens and 
perspiratio n glistens in the 
blaze o f news camera lights, 
but Wilbur D. Mills still can 
smile.

Mo st o thers—generally o lder, 
civ ic-club members—hav e lis­ 
tened 
po litely to 
eco no mic 
talks, then applau ded Mills, 
who has been campaigning 
here fo r the past two weeks. 
“I hav e been embarrassed 
bey o nd wo rds,” Mills said at 
his first po st-incident gathering 
in Arkansas. He appeared be­ 
fo re the Little Ro ck Jay cees, 
who wisecracked amo ng them­ 
selv es abo ut the Tidal Basin in- 
rident until Mills arriv ed. Then 
they applauded and laughed 
with the co ngressman. 
Mills jo kingly spo ke o f the 
perils o f taking o ut fo reign 
wo men who like champagne.

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Disease, starvation stalk Bangladesh

DACCA, B ang ladesh (AP) — 
D eath, disease and starvation 
in B ang ladesh have created a 
20th century nig htm are that 
show s no sig ns of g oing aw ay . 
“ I t’s here. It’s happening , 
ju st as M althus predicted 150 
y ears ag o ,’’ said a 
foreig n 
econom ist. 
He w as speaking of Thom as 
R obert M althus, the 19 th centu­ 
ry B ritish econom ist who theo­ 
rized th a t population would in­ 


crease up to the lim its of sub­ 
sistence — and would then be 
kept in check by fam ine, pesti­ 
lence and g eneral hum an m is­ 
ery . 
That, according to a con­ 
sensus am ong diplom ats, inter­ 
national 
relief w orkers 
and 
even som e B ang ladesh officials 
is ex actly w hat is happening in 
this Florida-size country of 77 
m illion th at was the province of 
E ast P akistan until the 19 71 In- 
dia-Pakistan W ar. 
It is the w orld’s eig hth m ost 


populous country and, ex cept 
for som e sm all islands, the 
m ost densely populated. The 
population is g row ing , after 
subtracting death s—-which no r­ 
m ally total 1.3 million a y ear, 
by 2.2 million people a y ear, a 
stag g ering 3 per cent annual in­ 
crease. The cu rrent annual pop­ 
ulation g row th in the United 
States, is less than 1 per cent. 
B ang ladesh has an averag e 
of 1,400 persons crowded into 
each of its 55,126 sq uare m iles, 
nearly double the density of Ja- 
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pan. The United States has only 
58 people for each sq uare m ile. 
There is a severe fam ine 
throug hout the country . The 
m ost conservative diplom atic 
estim ates say 7 50,000 persons 
will likely die of starvation or 
diseases related to m alnutrition 
from Aug ust throug h Novem ber 
this y ear. Some foreig n econo­ 
m ists anticipate a fam ine-re­ 
lated death toll of one million. 
The period rang es from early 
Aug ust when floods destroy ed 
about 300,000 tons of the sum ­ 
m er crop, to early D ecem ber 
when the w inter crop will be 
harvested. 
For all practical purposes, 
B ang ladesh has run out of food. 
T here are no m ore reserves to 
g ive the population a m inim um 
subsistence diet. The g overn­ 
m ent also is short of m oney to 
im port food. 
Diplom atic sources say that 
B ang ladesh had a r r a ng ^ last 
sum m er to im port about 400,000 
tons of food. But it could take 
delivery at the tim e of only 50,- 
000 tons because it had in- 
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sufficient funds to honor letters 
of credit for the rest. 
The result is death for m any 
and m isery and phy sical and 
m ental retardation for those 
who survive, especially babies 
whose brains have been p er­ 
m anently dam ag ed by severe 
m alnutrition 
B ang ladesh req uires 12.5 m il­ 
lion tons of food g rains this 
y ear. 
The g overnm ent 
esti­ 
m ates a crop no larg er than 10 
million tons. 
To help fill the g ap, the g ov­ 
ernm ent h as arrang ed for im ­ 
ports of 6 00,000 tons for the last 
q u arter 
of 
19 74 
— 
either 
throug h foreig n g ifts or com ­ 
m ercial 
purchases. 
But 
the 
bulk of the food is not ex pected 
to arrive until after Nov. 15, too 
late to save hundreds of thou­ 
sands. 
Starting Nov. 1 the m ore than 
five m illion persons who rely 
on g overnm ent ration shops 
will receive only five pounds of 
food g rains a week per adult, 
or 11.4 ounces a day . P re ­ 
viously the 
ration 
w as 
six 
pounds per week. 
“And we can’t reauce the 
food g rain rations any m ore, 
unless y ou have som e substi­ 
tute or additional foods such as 
m eat,’’ said A. M. K han, the 
B ang ladesh food secretary . 
For larg e sections of the pop­ 
ulation the only substantial food 
com es from the g overnm ent- 
supplied food g rains. 
These 
people have no money to buy 
m eat or fish or even rice that 
m ig ht be available on the open 
m arket. 
Rice now costs the eq uivalent 


of $1 for a kilog ram , or 2.2 
pounds, four tim es the price six 
m onths ag o. In a country w here 
the averag e per capita annual 
income is only $6 7 , the current 
price of rice is w hat m any 
B ang ladeshis earn in a week. 
The per capita annual incom e 
in the U nited States is about 
$4,400. 
What alarm s m any foreig n 
observers is that this y e a r’s 
fam ine does not appear to be a 
tem porary 
natural 
calam ity 
that will disappear if there is a 
g ood food crop nex t y ear. 
“ We have w hat seem s to be a 
perm anent problem in B ang la­ 
desh, and th at is what g ives the 
M althusian theory relevance 
here,’’ 
said 
another 
foreig n 
econom ist. “The problem is in­ 
tertw ined with hig h prices, low 
purchasing pow er and popu­ 
lation g row th. And then every ­ 
thing is ag g ravated further by 
sm ug g ling .’’ 
A uthoritative 
sources 
say 
that the w idespread sm ug g ling 
of food g rains into neig hboring 
India in the past y ear has cost 
B ang ladesh at least one m illion 
tons of rice 
— m ore than 
enoug h to prevent m ass s ta r­ 
vation in the nex t six weeks. 
Both Indian and B ang ladesh 
officials say it is im possible to 
closely patrol the 
1,350-mile 
border but when B ang ladesh 
was E ast P akistan, the border 
was sealed and there was no 
known sm ug g ling of any sizable 
proportions.

RALEIGH, N.C. (AP) - N ei­ 
ther candidate seeking the seat 
of retiring U.S. Sam J. E rvin 
J r., D-N.C., is willing to en­ 
dorse a proposed constitutional 
am endm ent to ban school bus­ 
ing for racial balance. 
The m uted nature of racial 
issues and an overriding con­ 
cern for balancing the federal 
budg et have been the h all­ 
m arks of the cam paig n be­ 
tween D em ocrat Robert M or­ 
g an and R epublican W illiam E.

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With eighth-round knock-out of Foreman 
AH regains heavyweight crown 


KINSHASA, Zaire (A P) - 
“ Ali, Ali, A li.” 
Tbe salute thundered from 
close to 50,000 African throats 
and echoed around the world 
today. 
Muhammad Ali is back as 
the undisputed heavyweight 
champion of the world, knock­ 
out conqueror in 2:58 of the 
eighth round of young and 
strong George Foreman, who 
until this dark night was rated 
one of the most devastating 
punchers the game has ever 
seen. 
Ali said he could do it — and 
he did. 
And he is a man who must be 
reckoned with although he is 
now 32 and well past his fight­ 
ing prime. 
Friends say he 
would be wise now to retire in 
all his glory and arrogance. 
“ Now they’ll have to pay me 
$20 million to fight,” he boast­ 
ed They may, too. Waiting in 
the wings is the rugged Joe 
Frazier, former champion, who 
beat Ali in one slambang brawl 
and lost to him in another. 
“ Foreman fought a stupid 
fight,” said Frazier, who sat at 
the ringside in the vast Sta­ 
dium of the 20th of May to 
watch the spectacle in the early 
hours of the African morning. 
“ He should never have let Ali 
play him on the ropes as he 
did,” said Frazier. “ I have 
learned a lot. I want another 
shot at him. I ’m ready when he 


is. I am sure I can win the next 
time.” 
Foreman, 25, a massive and 
sullen but pleasant man with 
fists that in five years of pro 
fighting 
have 
exploded 
37 
knockouts, insists that he also 
is waiting in line. 
“ The next time — and I hope 
there is a next time — I hope 
to fight a smarter fight,” he 
said. ” 1 hope to follow (man­ 
ager) Dick Sadler’s instructions 
better.” 
The 
220-pound 
Foreman 
sought to demolish Ali the way 
he had crushed 37 of his pro 
foes, most of them almost be­ 
fore they had finished tying on 
their gloves. But Ali beat him 
at his own game, and was con­ 
vincing in doing it. 
And now it is Frazier who ap­ 
pears to have the next crack in 
this game of musical chairs 
among three black American 
fighters — Ali, Frazier and 
Foreman. Their only potential 
threats on the horizon are Teóf­ 
ilo Stevenson, a Cuban giant 
whom Fidel Castro may not 
permit to leave home, and 
Duane Bobick, an American Ol­ 
ympian like Ali and Foreman, 
who is now unbeaten as a pro. 
But the next big match would 
have to be the “ rubber” duel 
between Frazier and Ali. 
As champion, he now is in his 
elemenf. He has a stage. He 
can reel off his two-line poems. 
“ I told you he was no good. I 


showed you,” Ali said after­ 
ward in the dressing room. 
“ He’s slow and awkward. I ’m 
not sure he deserves to fight 
me again. He would have no 
chance.” 
Across the catycombs of the 
open-air soccer stadium, big 
George, never before beaten or 
knocked out, and his associates 
sat in thickening gloom. 
’’You can’t badmouth a man 
who beats you,” Foreman said 
solemnly, his voice hoarse and 
almost a whisper. “ He is a true 
champion. He deserves every­ 
body’s respect. He is a credit to 
his family, his race and to box­ 
ing.” 
Foreman, 
more 
or 
less, 
agreed with Frazier and Ali 
that he fought a stupid fight. 
But he said: 
“ He won the fight, but I can­ 
not admit he beat me. Nobody 
loses in a fight like this,” for 
which each of the fighters got a 
record $5 million. 
It was a good fight, two mus­ 
cled men hammering away at 
each other as if they were 
swinging telephone poles. But 
Ali was the smarter and the 
better man, and from the fifth 
round on it became a matter of 
when Foreman’s trunk-like legs 
would fold. 
Ali taunted Foreman during 
the playing of both the Ameri­ 
can and Zaire national an­ 
thems, and he continued to spit 
insult at the champion in the 


fast-paced early rounds. 
Ali met the in-boring Fore­ 
man with two quick shots to the 
head as they answered the bell. 
Foreman 
pursued him. 
Ali 
played the ropes, ducked Fore­ 
man’s 
vicious 
swings 
and 
struck back periodically with 
hands as fast as the tongue of 
an adder. 


In the 
second 
and 
third 
rounds, Foreman landed some 
good shots — powerful blasts 
that seemed to rock the fragile 
ring — but Ali blinked and kept 
hitting back. 


In the second round, Fore­ 
man hit Ali with a crunching 
blow to the head, and Ali mo­ 
mentarily blinked. For a mo­ 
ment, it appeared to ringsiders 
that a scared look came into 
the challenger’s eyes. 
But by the fifth round, A li’s 
strategy of holding, lying on the 
ropes and letting Foreman flail 
away at a darting ghost began 
paying dividends. One could al­ 
most see the power drain from 
George’s massive arms and the 
steel slip from his legs. 
He 
became 
wobbly. 
His 
punches were like marshmal­ 
lows. In the comer, Foreman’s 
manager, Dick Sadler, and an 
aide, Archie Moore, looked con­ 
cerned. 
Then in the eighth, the inevi­ 
table happened. Already stag­ 
gering and unsure of his footing 
and merely swinging at air. 


Foreman got caught by an Ali 
right as Ali slipped out of a 
clinch. 


Foreman veered unsteadily. 
Ali, sensing the kill, added a 
left and followed it with a 
vicious right. 


Foreman, seemingly dazed, 
went down and took the count 
of 10 from referee Zack Gayton 
before he could regain his feet. 
“ I didn’t hear the count; I 
never listen to the count,” 
Foreman said later. “ I wasn’t 
tired. Dick gave me a signal to 
stay down. Then he crossed his 
arms. Then he motioned for me 
to get up. I guess I was too 
slow.” 
The fight was one of the most 
bizarre in the annals of the 
game, staged at 4 a.m. local 
time to fit prime viewing peri­ 
ods in the United States, where 
most of the revenue came from. 
It will take days, and perhaps 
weeks, to sort out the financial 
picture. But the fight may 
gross as much as $30 million, 
from which comes the $5 m il­ 
lion each for Ali and Foreman 
— the largest purse ever. 
The crowd, which assembled 
well before midnight and en­ 
joyed a program of native 
dancers, was heavily pro-Ali. 
The people, held away from the 
ring by a 10-foot barbed wire 
fence and cordons of President 
Mobutu’s soldiers, carried their 
celebration into the streets.

Origer earlier had tried un­ 
successfully to strip Davidson 
from the commissioner’s post, 
contending 
he 
spread 
the 
league’s operation too thin fi­ 
nancially with less than well- 
heeled franchise investors. 
Reportedly Origer recently 


sent a letter to the league office 
stating he was dropping his 
franchise at once. This spurred 
Tuesday’s 
meeting and an­ 
nounced “ restructuring” of the 
league which this inaugural 
season already has had the De­ 
troit Wheels and Jacksonville 
Sharks throw in the sponge.
